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Tasks Beyond Our Strength 


There is little growth in this world 
without suffering. Every creature in the

The one who spoke them and who 
strengthened Paul to finish his course is 
“the same yesterday, and to day, and for 
ever” (Heb. 13:8). If we would be most 
useful to God and men, we shall have 
to accept tasks beyond our strength, 
when it is clear that they have come

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to us in the line of duty. To do so is 
painful to the flesh, and may mean great 
weariness and criticism and misunder- 
standing. But only in the doing of such 
backbreaking and heartbreaking tasks 
can we really know “the fellowship of 
his sufferings” (Phil. 3:10), and how to 
“endure hardness, as a good soldier of 
Jesus Christ” (2 Tim, 2:3). The Devil 
will say as he did to the Lord Jesus, 
“Pity thyself” (Matt. 16:22, marg.); and 
the flesh and the world will say in uni- 
son, “Take it easy !’— shallow words in 
a world of trouble! But after we have 
walked with God through fire and water, 
whether or not we see outward success, 
as we look back upon His dealings with 
us, we shall learn many precious les- 
sons, and sing with a thankful heart, 
“He leadeth me, O blessed thought!”

I. Adolphe Monod on Inspiration

Paul’s great message to Timothy on 
the inspiration of the Scriptures was 
the text for an address by the French 
evangelical leader, M. Adolphe Monod, 
nearly a century ago. It was a noble 
testimony to the Word of God, and, as 
far as I know, never made accessible in 
English to the Christian public.—E, G. 


ONSIEUR MONOD was speaking 
M at the annual meeting of the 

French Bible Scciety, February 
1, 1852, and pointed out that there were 
two ways to establish the fact of in- 
spiration. One can, for example, show 
theoretically that without inspiration 
revelation would be without its needed 
guarantee. This guarantee is, however,

assured by the®promise of Christ.’ But 
one can also go straight to the Book, 
examine it for itself, compare it with 
the writings of men; in a word, see and — 
hear it and thereby recognize that never 
book spake as this Book. It is from 
this side of instinctive experience that 
Paul attempts to make Timothy under- 
stand inspiration. 

All scripture is given by inspiration of 
God, and is profitable for doctrine, for 
reproof, for correction, for instruction in 
righteousness: 

That the man of God may be perfect, 
throughly furnished unto all good works 
(2 Tim. 3:16, 17). 

Inspired and profitable. It is under 
these aspects that he commends the 
Word not only to Timothy but to us 
also. Scripture is inspired in order that 
it may be useful. It is profitable be- 
cause it is inspired. It is profitable for 
salvation, for sanctification, for practi- 
cal life. 

If any ask, “Is Scripture the true Word 
of God or do we look for another?” 
the answer of Scripture is to collect 
about itself all the sick it hag healed, 
the blind whose eyes it has opened, the 
ears to which it has given hearing, the 
Possessed it has delivered from demons, 
the afflicted whose tears it has assuaged, 
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P 4 
sinners Ve saved, evil men it* has 
made good, and to this innumerable army 


it Joins the Soy qf: mani whom it made 
conqueror over thé temptation in the 
desert. Then it announces, “Go and 
shew . . . those things which ye ear 
and see ... Blessed is he; whO;e@ver 
shall not be ‘offended in me.” 

If the picture which Jesus presented 
to the two emissaries of John Baptist 
had still left them in doubt, there was 
another way left to enlighten them, 
namely, to compare Him with other men. 
When they should see Him higher, not 
only than the wisest of the pagans but 
above their own Jewish fellow citizens, 
who had the same light and same spir- 
itual resources; above even His own 
chosen disciples, who had long lived in 
communion with Him and His teaching 
—how could they fail to recognize the 
superiority of the Son of God over all 
the children of men, even the best? A 
similar comparison will show us the 
divine origin of Scripture. It is only 
necessary to lay it alongside other books 
which have come from the hand of men 
and to compare its utility with the use- 
fulness of the most profitable of other 
books, to recognize it (as the apostle 
does) as coming from God. 


Notice the moral character of Scrip- 
ture, its spirit. It is with books as with 
men, the influence they exert depends 
less on the faculties they deploy or the 
method they follow, than on the spirit 
that animates them. The singular and 
distinct spirit of Scripture is a spirit 
of sanctity. Recall your Biblical im- 
pressions. Where is the Book among 
all books which presests God always 
first, God in all things, God the sole 
end of man and his real sovereign? 
Scripture alone does .this, whether it 
names God on every page as it usually 
does or, as in the Book of Esther, shows 
Him everywhere without needing to pro- 
nounce His name. Alone among books, 
Scripture is always jealous for God and 
for Him only. It seeks, it wishes, it 
breathes naught else than the love of 
God, the honor of God, the interests of 
God. Nothing human ever embarrasses 
its attitude in this respect, neither hu- 
man glory nor human wisdom nor hu- 
man prejudices nor even human sensi- 
tiveness. The last is the more striking 
since those who wrote were among the 
most charitable and kindly of men. 

Careful never to intercept the view 
of God, the writer of Scripture takes as 
much pains to efface himself as man 
elsewhere to put himself to the fore. 
The simple and profound words in which 
John Baptist reveale i his soul, “He must 
increase, but I must decrease,” could 
serve as a motto for all the numerous 
authors who co-operated in the com- 
position of Scripture, and that without 
a single exception. The sacred writer, 
whoever he be, writes as Jesus Christ 
lived, entirely in God. Notice the most 
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striking traits in the writings of Moses, 
of Job, of Isaiah. Study and analyze 
them. You will never discover the least 
trace of that effort, the least taint of 
that affectation that always appears in 
one or another passage in the writings 
or discourses of man, and from which 
the humblest spirit and the surest good 
taste do not always protect him. Why 
the difference? It is because Scripture 
alone, entirely alone in the world, is 
exempt from that inevitable “I” which 
attaches itself pitilessly to the orator 
and to the writer, and no more departs 
from him than his shadow. ' 


Again, the human writer is by turn 
warm or cold, exalted or relaxed, ac- 
cording to the fluctuations of his spirit. 
This is his human infirmity. Ah, well, 
this ebb and flow of sentiment, these 
capricious alternatives do not exist in 
Scripture. Always master of itself, it 
extends over all it touches a tranquil 
fervor in which one feels the uniform 
and majestic pulsations of a heart living 
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in the bosom of the heavenly serenity. 
Who does not here recognize the heart 
of “the God of peace”? No, it is not 
genius, or hard work which can explain 
the phenomenon. It belongs to God 
alone to place Himself wholly and al- 
ways at the point of view of God. And 
you have never read the Scriptures in 
the spirit of candor and attention, if 
you have not been more than once struck 
by this inimitable accent, which has not 
come from earth,’ which says to you, 
“Surely the Lord is in this place; and I 
knew it not.” 

This is why Scripture is profitable, 
The first secret of the singular ‘virtue 
that the apostle attributes to it lies in 
this exceptional safctity which we our- 
selves-recognize. Scripture has the seal 
of God on all its pages and, bringing 
its reader into the presence and com- 
munion of God, puts at the disposition 
of the child of God all the resources 
of God for the work of God,

Did Mary Have Other Children? 


A Catholic friend says Jesus was 
the only child born io Mary, even 
though wed to J . If she is wrong, 
will you please tell me of Scripture 
whereby can defend my _ assertion 
that there were other children—A 
Massachusetts reader. 

The Scriptures give room for the con- 
viction that Mary had other children 
besides the Lord Jesus. It would seem 
from the following two passages in the 
Gospels that she had seven children: “Is 
not this the carpenter’s son? is not his 
mother called Mary? and his brethren, 
James, and Joses, and Simon, and Judas? 
And his sisters, are they not all with 
us? Whence then hath this man all 
these things?” (Matt. 13:55, 56.) “Is not 
this the carpenter, the son of Mary, the 
brother of James, and Joses, and of 
Juda, and of Simon? and are not his 
sisters here with us? And they were 
offended at him” (Mark 6:3). Here four 
brothers, and at least two sisters are 
mentioned, 


Christ’s brethren are mentioned in 
several other passages. “While he yet 
talked to the people, behold, his mother 
and his brethren stood without, desiring 
to speak with him. Then one said unto 
him, Behold, thy mother and thy breth- 
ren stand without, desiring to speak with 
thee” (Matt. 12:46, 47). “After this he 
went down to Capernaum, he, and his 
mother, and his brethren, and his dis- 
ciples: and they continued there not 
many days” (John 2:12). “These all 
continued with one accord in prayer and 
supplication, with the women, and Mary 
the mether of Jesus, and with his breth- 
ren” (Acts 1:14). 


A divinely inspired combination of 


restraint and clearness marks the Gos- 
pel accounts relating to the virgin birth 
of Christ. “But while he thought on 
these things, behold, the angel of the 
Lord appeared unto him in a dream, say- 
ing, Joseph, thou son of David, fear not 
to take unto thee Mary thy wife: for 
that which is conceived in her is of the 
Holy Ghost. . . . Now all this was done, 
that it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken of the Lord by the prophet, say- 
ing, Behold, a virgin shall be with child, 
and shall-bring forth a son, and they 
shall call his name Emmanwel, which 
being interpreted is, God with us. Then 
Joseph being raised from sleep did as 
the angel of the Lord had bidden him, 
and took unto him his wife: and knew 
her not till she had brought forth her 
firstborn son: and he called his name 
Jesus” (Matt. 1:20-25). There can be no 
doubt in the mind of anyone who be- 
lieves God, that Jesus was born of a vir- 
gin; and the fact that He is called “her 
firstborn son” (as also in Luke 2:7) may 
be a prophetic indication that Mary 
would have other children. The teach- 
ings of the Roman Catholic Church con- 
cerning Mary constitute one of its mon- 
strous and fundamental errors. It looks 
upon her as infallible and accords her 
a higher place than the Scripture gives 
her. This is contrary to Scripture. Mary 
recognized her own sinfulness and her 
own need of a Saviour, for she said, “My 
soul doth magnify the Lord, and my 
spirit hath rejoiced in God my Saviour” 
(Luke 1:46, 47).

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ll. Psychiana’s Flattery of Man 


How it urges man to lift himself by his own bootstraps 





Wei Psychiana was first pre- 
sented to the public —in 1928 — 
it had but one year to go before 
America was plunged into economic 
paralysis, but its sagacious founder, 
“Dr.” Frank B. Robinson, made up his 
mind that the depression was not to 
hinder the progress of his new religion. 
With characteristic astuteness he capi- 
talized on those difficult days, boldly 
maintaining that Psychiana could deliver 
this nation from her economic stale- 
mate. Here, he declared, was a good 
reason why one should spend hard- 
earned dollars to enroll in his mail- 
order course in Psychiana. “There can 
be no depression where the power of 
the ‘Great God-Law’ operates,” he stated 
with great assurance in his gaudy cir- 
culars, 

Then, within a few years, came war 
with its artificial prosperity, bringing 
the United States out of its depression 
into the most deadly conflict in all his- 
tory, and presenting an even better op- 
portunity for conveying Psychiana’s 
message to the world than the depres- 
sion years had offered. In 1941, Ernest 
Holmes and Frank Robinson held a 
series of mass meetings in Los Angeles, 
the purpose of which was to inaugurate 
a new movement called “The American 
Spiritual Awakening,” with headquar- 
ters to be established in that city. This 
organization was based upon the prin- 
ciples and doctrines of Psychiana, using 
its prescribed methods of bombarding 
the Axis with the spiritual power of 
“the Living God.” 


Ineffective “Thought Bombs” 


In his article, “The Lunatic Fringe of 
Religion,” which appeared in the Feb- 
ruary, 1941, issue of The American Mer- 
cury, Frank S. Mead describes this ““Psy- 
chiana Blitzkrieg,” as he styled it. He 
says that those who responded to this 
movement’s invitation were urged to 
pause four times daily, “. . . visualizing 
a picture of Hitler, and throwing the 
power of God against him, consciously, 
by repeating several times, ‘The power 
of God will bring your speedy down- 
fall”” After the Los Angeles meeting 
closed, the prescribed thought-bomb was, 
“Let there be immediate peace on earth 
through the power of the Spirit of the 
Living God.” The reader may judge for 
himself how effective this movement of 


1941 was in bringing “immediate peace 


on earth.” 

A still more interesting phase of “The 
American Spiritual Awakening” is the 
subtle way in which it was used as a 
platform from which to preach the doc- 
trines of Psychiana. Under the spon- 


As Mr. Caneday traces the history 
of Psychiana since 1928, and the 
extravagant claims of its founder, 
Frank Robinson, one is reminded of 
the false prophets whom Peter de- 
scribes as “wells without water, 
clouds that are carried with a tem- 
pest,” who “speak great swelling 
words of vanity,” and who promise 
a liberty which they cannot give (2 
Pet. 2). This is the second of three 
articles on the strange movement 
called Psychiana, which, as Mr. 
Caneday shows, presumptuously 
usurps God’s place by promising man 
peace and victory.

sorship of this new organization a yel- 
low card was widely distributed, the text 
of which was headed by these words, 
“If you really want to find God, here is 
how you may do it.” Sever steps were 
outlined by means of which that goal 
might supposedly be reached. The first 
was, “Deal direct with God,” which 
teaching denies Christ His rightful place 
as the only “mediator between God and 
men” (1 Tim, 2:5). The second point 
insisted that ever since creation, the 
“Spirit of God” has indwelt every man, 
thus denying that man inherently pos- 
sesses a sinful, fallen nature. 


In the following words, the third 
point told how to awaken that dormant 
“Spirit of God”: “For several days or 
maybe weeks, repeat aloud several times 
daily, ‘I believe in the Power of the 
Living God in me.’” This self-persua- 
sive ritual was followed by encourage- 
ment for the deluded fcllowers of the 
cult to look for the feeling of a “strange 
glow of conscious Power” as the assur- 
ance that they had experienced the “new 
birth” of the “Spirit of God.” Finally, 
there was given instruction to “begin to 
use It at once” by thinking of some- 
thing one would be most in need of, and 


“to “then speak that thing into existence,” 


The formula by which to “speak that 
thing into existence” is worthy of a 
moment’s attention in the light of God’s 
holy Word. It employs the same words 
as those spoken by the ever-living, self- 
existent, personal God who created the 
heavens and the earth, when He said, 
“Let there be light,” “Let there be a 
firrhament” (Gen. 1:3, 6). By presump- 
tuously commanding, “Let there be per-

fect health,” or, “Let there be abundant 
material supply,” these cultists arrogate 
to themselves the power that only God 
possesses. 

If ever Satan invented a cult through 
which to make good his blasphemous 
boast, “Ye shall as gods” (Gen. 3:5), 
surely Psychiana is it! Under its spell, 
each of its deceived adherents can sup- 
pose himself to be a little dynamo of 
divine power —able to speak the word 
that will satisfy every need or desire 
for wealth, health, or happiness. Robin- 
son holds himself up to his students as 
a shining example of one who has ad- 
vanced himself from failure to success 
—from the comparative penury of a 
drug-counter clerk to the lucrative lead- 
ership of this new, thriving religion. 
But he conveniently forgets to remind 
the innocent student that it is the lesson 
fees, shrewdly obtained from thousands 
like himself, that have accumulated for 
the “Archbishop” the wealth that he has 
amassed within a score of years, 


Lessons That Destroy Christian Faith 

It is through the attention-arresting 
advertisements that appear in “pulp” 
magazines, daily newspapers, and other 
periodicals, that prospective students 
are informed of the supposed miracle- 
working power of the “God-Law” of this 
new religion, and are beguiled into en- 
rolling in its correspondence courses. 
John Kobler reports that the first $400 
spent for one advertisement brought a 
return of $24,000 in lesson fees. 

From first to last, these lessons are 
designed to destroy whatever faith the 
student may have in the God and Christ 
of the Bible. The “Archbishop of Psy- 
chiana,” as Robinson calls himself, mocks 
with arrogant railing at all that the 
staunchest of Fundamentalists, or even 
the most rankly liberal Modernists, 
preach. Often the, writer of the lesson 
grossly misrepresents sound teaching as 
he tears one foundation stone after an- 
other from under the tottering faith of 
the student who, in his delusion, is made 
to suppose he is being led into new light. 
Psychiana’s lessons comprise one of the 
boldest systems of spiritual, sabotage to 
be found in America’s flourishing family 
of false cults, 

Besides being exposed to destructive 
criticism aimed at belief in fhe truths 
of the Bible, the student is instructed 
to proceed through a series df ritualistic 
oral exercises that are designed to stimu- 
late his consciousness of the indwelling 
“God-Law.” Later, the followers of this 
cult are instructed to kneel quietly, 
morning and night, for a period of min-

Duties.”"—They also call for 
new methods and’/new agen- 
cies. Wycliffe Bible Translators which 
has been doing such brilliant work in 
Scripture translation is now evangeliz- 
ing in the jungles of Eastern Peru, 
and for this work ‘has organized the 
Jungle Aviation and Radio Service. 
Our present pilot, Larry Montgomery, 
is tops, having been instructor of pilots 
for the U. S. Army. He taught Peru- 
vian pilots how to fly big transports, 
and when he saw what our missionaries 


were doing he resigned from the army 
to join us.

at various stations, an airplane on floats, 
etc. This outfit will enable them to 
carry. on “the greatest single advance 
into Amazonia” up to the present. For 
quick evangelism in our time large prac- 
tical methods are needed, and this re- 
quires large gifts.

The International Congress of the Blue 
Cross in Geneva celebrated the founding 
of the order seventy years ago by M. 
Louis Rochat, a few years after Dunant 
and Appia founded the Red Cross. It 
stands for Christ’s love of the lost, and 
experiences the joy of their liberation 
—miracles in transformed lives. It be- 
gan when twenty-seven sober Christians 
bound themselves together in a pledge 
of abstinence. Only two years later did 
the first drunkard sign on. It now counts 
128,000 members, of whom 35,000 were 
once drunkards, 

Much noise is made of the fact that 
the alcoholic is a sick man. There is 
no question of that. The Blue Cross 


contends that in -the light of the Bible 
he is both sick and sinful. In the Cathe- 
dral of St. Pierre, Geneva, Calvin’s old 
church, Pasteur Roser, head of the Blue 
Cross of France, said: 

“Aicoholism is a sign of the apostasy 
of our day. Men stupefy themselves to 
forget what God is saying to them in the 
events of current history. They are 
pagans seeking a passing and illusory 
euphoria (comfortable feeling). The 
Blue Cross, startirg from Calvary, labors 
to free these pagans from the demon of 
alcohol and the demon of self. It at- 
tacks alechol because it is an efficient 
arm of the Evil One. The Blue Cross, 
which works in most of the countries 
of Western Europe, is neither outside 
the church nor alongside it, but in the 
church itself, in one of its counteroffen- 
sives against the Adversary.” 


At the anniversary of the martyrdom 
of Latimer and Ridley, in Central Hall, 
Westminster, last October, the following 
words were sung to Dykes’ tune to “Lead 
Kindly Light”:

Which has not the poesy of Newman’s 
hymn, but has more of Scripture, truth, 
and certainty. 


Islam Is Mean, Cruel, and Fanatical. 
—The withdrawal of England from In- 
dia and Egypt gives opportunity for ex- 
pression of its real self. The Egyptian 
Government seeks to prevent Christian 
schools from giving Christian instruc- 
tion to Moslem students, refuses building 
permits to new churches, and is prepar- 
ing to prevcnt Christian teaching alto- 
gether in schools and hospitals, as in 
Turkey. They are even demanding that 
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Moslem instruction be given to Moslem 
students in mission schools. Two years 
ago a Moslem court declared Christian 
endowments invalid. There has long 
been discrimination against non-Mos- 
lems in government service in the matter 
of appointments and promotion. Now 
the Egyptian Government is putting 
pressure on foreign firms to employ 
Moslems only. In common schools Chris- 
tian children, deprived of Christian in- 
struction, are commonly subjected to 
Moslem teaching. 

Wheat Mohammedanism is doing and 
what it would do to the Jews is given 
broadcast space on press front pages to- 
day in all lands. They are as ready 
for a holy war in Palestine as where 
the green flag of Pakistan waves. The 
Arab world still needs military tutelage 
to protect others from its claws and 
fangs. 

For this reason, one can but be dis- 
turbed that the so-called Truman Policy 
should cover Turkey as well as Greece, 
and Americans may’ well balk at a plan 
for giving military bac‘:ing to this cruel 
and anti-Christian lard. Between 1894 
and 1896 more than 809,000 Armenians 
were massacred by it, and during World 
War I a million more, while a million 
and a half were driven into exile. Prop- 
erty confiscations were estimated in bil- 
lions, 

By the Treaty of Sévres, President 
Wilson was given power to adjudicate 
terms which would restore to Armenia 
its national home. His award would 
have allocated to them forty per cent 
of Armenian Turkey. Instead, however, 
of surrendering this territory, the Turks 
retained it and seizec in addition Kars 
and Ardahan, murdering their inhabi- 
tants. 

The American Church Committee for 
Armenia is inviting signature to a peti- 
tion to our Government to use its good 
offices to place the cause of the Arme- 
nians before the United Nations Assem- 
bly and to ask for the restoration to 
them of the land within the Woodrow 
Wilson award. Its office is 181 Fourth 
Ave., New York 16. 


Some of the ‘severest judgments on 
theological Modernism are coming from 
what have been the high places of Mod- 
ernism. Thus in the, October (1947) 
number of the Journal of Religion, or- 
gan of the Divinity School of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, Professor Meland, 
holder of the chair of Constructive The- 
ology in the Divinity School, ranks it 
with “scribism” in its paucity of imag- 
ination, and declares that “the impact 
of Modernism upon the religious spirit 
has been impoverishing to a degree that 
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can hardly be adequately estimated. 
The nature of that impoverishment has 
been many-sided. . . . It was the an- 
tithesis of evangelical religion. . . , It 
routed the idea of sin which had been 
the leitmotiv of revival. ... It had an 
exaggerated concern for social action, 

“The effect of this impoverishment is 
to be seen in almost everything that 
the Modernist touched. The Bible, un- 
der his hand, became a record of social 
experience. . . . Inspired men were re- 
vealed to be commonplace. There was 
utter incapacity to understand or to 
respond to the aspirational outreach — 
no real sense for prayer or meditation. 
The overtones of faith were lost. Re- 
ligion shrank to a commonplace act, at- 
tentive only to moral proprieties. ... 

“Liberalism is on the defensive. A 
new age of Protestant thought is press- 
ing in upon us. It is in part a protest 
against the impoverishing effects of a 
restrictive dependence upon reason in 
religious thought. In Christian thinking 
the deep despair implicit in the human 
predicament is compelling a radical re- 
orientation of the human psyche in faith. 
Man is possessed of a sickness unto 
death.” 

Of the Religious Education Movement, 
Professor Meland makes this interesting 
comment: “For a decade following the 
first World War [it] could be consid- 
ered the continuing wedge of the lib- 
eral-modernist movement. The thrust 
of its labors did not sustain itself much 
beyond the twenties, however. Its de- 
cline was due in part to the loss of 
focus within its own field, but even more 
to the emergence of an explicitly Chris- 
tian temper of mind in theology and in 
the churches, in relation to which re- 
ligious education began to lose rele- 
vance” (p. 283). 


The University of Chicago was organ- 
ized as a school of the Baptists and the 
most strict legal assurances given that 
it should remain so. These have long 
since gone with the wind — violated and 
repealed. Now a Unitarian, head of the 
Meadville Unitarian Seminary incor- 
porated into the federated theological 
seminary, has been made assistant dean 
of the University’s Rockefeller Chapel. 

A correspondent of United Evangeli- 
cal Action says that .the downtown 
churches of Portland, Oreg., have been 
holding union services Sunday evenings 
with the Unitarian Church of our Father 
co-operating. They are the First Pres- 
byterian, the First Methodist, the First 
Congregationalist, the First Christian. 
These Firsts are on the way to be Lasts. 

On the next page Mr. Shuler tells of 
great meetings in a Los Angeles tent, 
packed with five thousand people, led 
by two young evangelists, Messrs. Tem- 
pleton and Rosell. “The clear fact of 
sin and the glorious fact of a Saviour” 
were their sole teaching, and hundreds 
were converted to it. Mr, Templeton 
is described as thirty-two, handsome and 
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attractive, one who has never been 
through a grade school, “but few 
preachers of this generation can preach 
like him.” (He was, before conversion, 
a Canadian sports artist.) “Over and 
over again I saw Rosell.swing thousands 
between laughter and tears, and I said, 
‘God doesn’t have to have these worn- 
out ecclesiastical machines. He can take 
a bunch of boys and do it.’” 

The worn-out ecclesiastical machine in 
Massachusetts is hobbled with the mem- 
bership of Unitarian churches. But, as 
if that were not enough, Mr. Jennings, 
the executive secretary of the Massa- 
chusetts Council of Churches, reported 
at its annual meeting: “For more than 
two years we have been encouraged by 
increasingly friendly relations with the 
Christian Science Church, the Mother 
Church in Boston. Officials of that 
church and its board of directors have 
been most congenial and have given 
tangible evidence of their interest in the 
Council’s work.” 

Very different this bit of Youth for Christ 
news. That organization has bought the 
building of the First Church of Christ 
Scientist in downtown Indianapolis and 
is converting it into a center for the 
evangelical youth of the city. A night 
training school in the Bible and Missions 
is already in operation, and the Child 
Evangelism Fellowship of Indiana also 
will carry on its work from the center. 


The Rev. Mr. Testa sends a letter re- 
counting the experience of a convert 
from Rome, of Italian descent though 
born in America. She was married to 
a Protestant. She writes: ‘My troubles 
with the priest began in 1939, two years 
after my marriage (in Philadelphia), 
when he began to berate me for my 
failure to convert my husband to the 
Catholic Church. For seven long years 
he continued to annoy and persecute 
me. He even had a missioner in his 
church who preached from the pulpit 
that any Catholic who is married by 
mixed marriage to a Protestant would 
lose his soul if during his lifetime he 
does not succeed in converting his Prot- 
estant spouse to the church.” 

As a consequence, she gave up attend- 
ance on Mass and began to study the 
Bible; also a book entitled “The Ex- 
ternals of the Catholic Church,” by the 
Rev. Dr. J. F. Sullivan with the im- 
primatur of Cardinal Spellman. “I dis- 
covered to my amazement that the Ro- 
man Catholic religion is full of pagan 
practices, as this book frankly acknowl- 
edges. Therefore I decided to obey the 
voice of Jesus Christ, who says, ‘I am 
the light of the world: he that follow- 
eth me shall not walk in darkness, but 
shall have the light of life.’ 

“On March 17th of the same year, I 
made a wonderful decision. I had read 
in the Bible how Moses destroyed and 
pulverized the golden calf which the 
Children of Israel had worshiped as an 
idol and made the people drink of that 
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water. Also I read in Numbers 33:52 
where God commanded Moses to destroy 
all their pictures and all their molten 
images. So I decided to do the same 
thing. I burned all the images, holy 
pictures, rosaries, and the rest of the 
pagan things I had, and saved the ashes 
in a pint bottle. Then I wrote a thirty- 
two-page letter to the priest, the Rev. 
Joseph Koenig, explaining: my feeling 
and giving him Scripture reaSons arid 
quotations as to why I had renounced 
the Roman Church, for I felt I had been 
accepted by Christ into His true Church. 
In a long letter I said I was returning 
to him the ashes of the burned religious 
objects he had given me. 

“On March 24, 1947, I took the letter 
and the ashes to St, Ludwig’s rectory. 
I prayed to God that the priest himself 
would answer the doorbell. He.did come 
to the door, and I politely gave him the 
letter and the ashes and walked out 
safely. I want to add that during all 
the time of my spiritual crisis I never 
consulted a Protestant person nor read 
a Protestant book or tract. The only 
books I read were the Bible and the 
Catholic book above mentioned. No 
Protestant person offered me any advice. 
Everything I did was of my own voli- 
tion, led by the Spirit of God. My con- 
version, therefore, has been the work 
of God, and to Him be all the praise. 
Amem” 


Park Street Church, Boston, refuses 
to enter the proposed merger with de- 
nominations of a Presbyterial govern- 
ment since that would tend to give the 
Massachusetts Congregationalist Confer- 
ence influence over its independent 
church life. This the more so, since 
Congregationalism in Massachusetts has 
been widely impregnated with Unitarian 
tendencies, has co-operated with Uni- 
tarians in released-time teaching, and, 
in some instances, even united with Uni- 
tarian churches. It has no creedal basis 
to check up on its ministers and keep 
them true. 

Dr. Ockenga in the Congregationalist 
Beacon recalls the past history of this 
great church. At the ‘turn of the nine- 
teenth century every Congregationalist 
church in Boston, except the Old South, 
turned Unitarian. Then a group of 
twenty-seven earnest men and women 
gathered together out of these churches 
and formed the Park Street Church to 
continue Puritan Congregationalism. As 
standards, the Cambridge Platform of 
1648 and the Westminster Standards as 
held by the Congregational churches in 
1680 were adopted. Within two years 
these twenty-seven, in great sacrifice, 
bought this property and built this im- 
posing structure in the heart of Boston, 
paying for it entirely. Immediately a 
new breath came into Boston and New 
England Congregationalism. Scores of 
other churches, following Park Sfreet 
example, and true to the Word of God, 
were formed. Park Street Church has 
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never veered from that orthodox, Bibli- 
cal standard from that day to this. 

It would be intolerable for an evan- 
gelical church like Park Street to give 
the reins of control to an organization 
composed, at least in the majority, of 
liberals. “We do not want liberals, or 
Unitarians, governing our policy, doc- 
trine, and practice.” 


How deep Congregationalism has sunk 
in Unitarian mire came out in the re- 
port of the Chicago Congregationalist 
Association’s Committee on Evangelism 
last fall. Of fifty ministers whose theo- 
logical beliefs were considered, only 
eight held the Bible to be authoritative 
in matters of faith. Only twenty-three, 
less than half, believed that Christ’s 
death was divine redemption for sinful 
men, and indeed thirty out of forty-eight 
reduced sin to “a tendency toward evil 
in human beings.” 

The Committee on Evangelism asked, 
naturally enough: “If we are to hold 
preaching missions, what are those mis- 
sions to preach? If it is to organize 
confirmation classes, in what are the 
young people to be confirmed?” 

Congregationalism is greatly concerned 
to get other denominations to join it, 
If this census represents to any degree 
its present theology, other groups should 
avoid ‘rather than enter into union 
with it. 


After five years of enforced absence, 
Mrs. Gordon,Smith is back in Annam, 
and, in the Alliance Weekly, reports 
stories of both soul-winning and suffer- 
ing in the intervening time. “Such men 
as E-Teet, E-Blo, E-Mil, E-U, and E-No 
have done splendid work. The restric- 
tions of former years are gone and offi- 
cials are cordial as never before.” Ele- 
phants were sent to take them to Buon 
Mdroh, where a large group were wait- 
ing for baptism. “Once more we were 
back to the familiar lurching of these 
giant specimens of an almost past age. 
It was a joy to hear this group sing the 
old hymns, “There is a fountain filled 
with blood,’ ‘O happy day that fixed my 
choice,’ ‘On Christ the Solid Rock I 
stand.’ E-Loo spoke in such a bright, 
interesting way; also E-Blo, whom they 
dearly love and who shared their per- 
secutions, 

“Later the forest resounded with the 
songs of redeeming love from lips and 
hearts of regenerated men and women. 
Truly in this village gongs in the night 
have been changed to songs in the night. 
Only God could touch the conscience of 
these people to change them so radically, 

“It was very moving to see the pro- 
cession of sixty-two believers filing 
through the lovely forest to the baptis- 
mal river, singing with all their hearts, 
‘We’re marching to Zion.’ Back in the 
village, Dau, the Annamese Christian, 
had the Lord’s Supper ready for us on 
a white tablecloth decorated with forest 
flowers.” 
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“Many Shall Come in My Name.”— 
There apncars to be something Satanic 
in the Kentucky and Virginia snake 
handling demonstrations which bring 
great crowds together, when foolish peo- 
ple call on “sweet Jesus” and pass cop- 
perheads and rattlers from hand to hand. 
The closing sentence in the Christian 
Century’s article describing them comes 
from Bill Parsons, their leader, “Lets 
everybody get closer to God and handle 
more and bigger snakes. There is no 
church on earth that can handle snakes 
as’ we do.” Certainly the state author- 
ities should see to it that these poison- 
ous vermin are promptly destroyed by 
the police, for the whole phenomenon 
is a disgrace to the nation. If fresh 
serpents are procured they, too, might 
be put out of life, and the whole “re- 
ligious movement” would then turn into 
a hygienic crusade against poisonous 
snakes, after the fashion of “rat wars,” 


From British Columbia come accounts 
of comparable fanaticism. This time it 
is among Russian Doukhobors. One who 
is doing Christian work among them 
describes seeing them enter a store in 
Crestova to steal tobacco and other 
goods. Then, led by their nude leaders 
and with much wild singing they throw 
these things into a fire as a demonstra- 
tion against “luxuries.” Later they 
started marching under a banner in- 
scribed “Christ is here. Prepare for the 
wedding feast,” their Christ being a 
man of evil repute, with several wives. 
Doukhobors who will not join them are 
in constant fear of fires, and often sleep 
out in summer, moving their furniture 
also into the fields. “Two of the schools 
we planned to use for meetings were 
destroyed. Imprisonment will not im- 
prove these fanatics. The Holy Spirit, 
bringing them salvation, can alone 
change their lives.” Certainly only the 
Holy Spirit could induce men to go to 
them with salvation, facing their mad- 
ness and ignorance. 


Contemporary Christian Biography.— 
The Spezia Mission records the death 
of a convert in the Italian village of 
Aula. “Jeremiah had died, the weak- 
witted man, of no weight or influence in 
the place, whom God had enabled us 
to lead into the truth. His simple faith 
and quiet determination to live out the 
Gospel as he read it shook the whole 
of that skeptical, God forgetting town. 
Quite illiterate, well on in years, he 
claimed the help of God in what, for 
him, seemed the hopeless task of learn- 
ing to read. In season and out of season 
he told of Jesus and His love out of his 
precious Testament, while scorn and de- 
rision, laughter, and sometimes rough 
treatment were what, even on the public 
market place, he received in return. 

“But the day came when his fellow 
townsmen and women were reached by 
the Spirit of God through him. His 
message thrilled and gripped them, and, 
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one memorable morning, after he had 
told of the pardoning love of Christ for 
sinners, they seized him and carried him 
shoulder high right around the market 
square, through the crowds, crying, ‘Viva 
Geremia!’ ‘Viva Gesu! ‘Three cheers 
for Jeremiah !’ ‘Three cheers for Jesus!’ 

“There was a great meeting on the 
hillside in the evening light at Aula, 
when we carried him out to his burial. 
All the people of the place, where he 
had lived his life for God, gathered 
to do him honor. Never had such a 
meeting been held before at Aula.” 

An obituary notice in Le Christianisme 
tells the story of Marie Durand, a young 
French woman who had the courage to 
take the theological course in a French 
faculty, with ability and to the end; 
then going into a rough and wintry 
highland region in the Cevennes to serve 
as country pastor and missionary, finally 
becoming a useful pastor’s wife. The 
reporter says, “Marie Durand, tu étais 
digne de ton ancetre.” I suppose he re- 
fers to spiritual ancestry. ... It is high 
praise, nevertheless, for the earlier Marie 
Durand is as great a figure in French 
Protestantism as Jeanne d’Arc in medi- 
eval history. It was she who for years 
was imprisoned for her faith in the Tour 
de Constance, who scratched the word 
“Resistez” on her prison wall when of- 
fered release, if she would only abjure 
her faith. 


The Canadian judge in the Interna- 
tional Court of Justice at the Hague, the 
Hon, John E, Reed, in an address be- 
fore the Ottawa Ministerial Association, 
described the so-called new theology as 
a notable failure, “intellectually incred- 
ible and spiritually unsatisfying. The 
basis of faith should place emphasis 
upon the relationship between the in- 
dividual and God.” Then he went on 
to speak with approval of the Chris- 
tian movements which are bringing 
forth Biblical fruit—tabernacles, faith 
churches, faith missions, Bible schools 
and colleges, evangelical fellowships 
spreading in universities the world over, 
which, as he contended, were doing the 
work the larger denominations did in 
the last century. 


Nanking Theological Seminary has 
completed the translation into Chinese 
of the radical Abingdon Commentary 
and Fosdick’s “Guide to the Understand- 
ing of the Bible.” Its Literature Promo- 
tion Project contemplates “the issuing 
of forty to fifty Christian classics.” Dr. 
Fosdick’s book is apparently considered 
a classic, but ‘Walther Eichrodt, eminent 
Continental scholar, describes it as “a 
monument to that which is past.” 

Even at Nanking God is moving, and 
in another direction. At the last sum- 
mer conference in that city 360 students, 
representing 70 colleges, gathered under 
Inter-Varsity Fellowship auspices to lis- 
ten to David Yang’s Bible teaching — 
not along Fosdick lines,

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 
HE blessing of a godly home can- 
not be overestimated. Where the 
Holy Scriptures are valued and 
read and taught in the family circle, 
impressions are made upon young hearts 
and youthful minds which time and all 
life’s after experiences can never oblit- 
erate. It is true, one may go out from 
such a home to rebel against the light 
and to complain of early restraints, but 
where such a one is followed by earnest, 
believing prayer, God can be counted o1 
to bring the Word learned in childhood 
back to the mind and so use it to awaken 
the conscience even after years of way- 
wardness. 


In Timothy’s case, there was no such 
rebellion. In him we see _ illustrated 
very clearly the poet’s words: “The 
child is father of the man.” From a 
child he was familiar with the Holy 
Scriptures. When the light of the Gos- 
pel came through the ministry of the 
Apostle Paul, he received it with seri- 
ousness and purpose of heart. His life 
in later days proved the reality of the 
confession he made, 


Grandmother Lois, a devout and godly 
Jewess, evidently waiting for “the con- 
solation of Israel,” had a living faith in 
God and His Word. Her daughter 
Eunice, the mother of Timothy, although 
wedded to a Gentile, manifested the 
same regard for the testimony of the 
Lord. Instructed. by these two pious 
women, the boy Timothy knew the let- 
ter of the Word, and when the Gospel 
came he was ready to accept the Sav- 
iour thus presented. The history of this 
family is a testimony to the value of 
faithfulness on the part of those who 


15 And that from a child thou hast known the holy scriptures, 


which are able to make thee wise unto salvation through faith

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endeavor to guide the steps of the young 
aright and make straight paths for their 
feet (Heb. 12:13). 


The Historical Setting 


We are not given many details con- 
cerning this family. We know they re- 
sided in the region of Derbe and Lystra 
(Acts 16:1), and that it was when Paul 
preached in one of these cities that young 
Timothy became converted to Christ, 
and on a later occasion was commended 
by the brethren as one who gave evi- 
dence of being well fitted to become a 
valuable worker in full-time service as 
a minister of the Word. After being 
ordained by the laying on of the hands 
of Paul and the elders of the local as- 
sembly of Christians, Timothy accom- 
panied Paul as a helper in the Gospel, 
and was ever after highly valued by 
him because of his fine, unselfish spirit 
and his pastoral care for the saints (Phil. 
2: 19-23). 


Verse by Verse 


Acts 16:1—‘A certain disciple ... 
named Timotheus.” This young man 
had been brought to know Christ when 
Paul was ministering in the same dis- 
trict on his former missionary journey, 
when he and Barnabas were first re- 
ceived by the people as gods come down 
to earth in the likeness of men and 
afterward were cruelly persecuted (Acts 
14:8-20). On Paul’s second visit, Tim- 
othy was brought specially to his atten- 
tion. He was the son of Eunice, a Jew- 
ess, but of a Greek father. 

Verse 2.—“Well reported of by the 
brethren . . . at Lystra and Iconium.” 
Evidently Timothy had become well 
known among the Christians as an out- 
standing witness for Christ; so they rec- 
ommended him to Paul as one suited 
for full-time service. 


Verse 3—‘Him would Paul have to 
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go forth with him.” The older worker 
took the younger one along to train him 
for a wider testimony. Because of his 
mixed ancestry Paul circumcised Tim- 
othy in order to allay Jewish prejudice. 
Verse 4—“As they went through the 
cities, they delivered them the decrees 
. . ordained of the apostles and elders 
. at Jerusalem.” These were the de- 
cisions arrived at by the council of Jeru- 
salem in regard to the liberty of the 
Gentiles who came to Christ, as told in 
chapter 15. 


Verse 5.—‘So were the churches estab- 
lished in the faith, and increased in 
number daily.” A mighty work of God 
was in progress among the Gentiles. 
Churches already established were con- 
firmed in ‘he truth preached by Paul, 
and many additional converts were 
made, who united with the older groups. 


2 Tim. 1:3.—“I have remembrance of 
thee in my prayers night and day.” In 
both his letters to Timothy Paul ad- 
dresses him as his own son, meaning 
that he had begotten him through the 
Gospel. As such, he was very dear to 
Paul, who, having watched over and 
guided him in his early ministry, still 
remembered him constantly in prayer, 
now that the one was in prison for the 
GoSpel’s sake, and the other ministering 
in Asia. 

Verse 4.—“Being mindful of thy tears.” 
Timothy was doubtless a tenderhearted 
man, who was not ashamed to weep as 
he labored for the blessing of those to 
whom he ministered, and, probably, too, 
when called to part with Paul, who 
reciprocated his affection and longed to 
see him once more before he gave up 
his life for Christ’s sake. 

Verse 5.—“I call to remembrance the 
unfeigned faith . .. which dwelt first 
in thy grandmother Lois, and thy mother 
Eunice; and . .. in thee also.” Grace is 
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not inherited. Each must come to God 
in repentance and faith for himself; but 
it means much to have a godly ancestry 
and to have learned to love and value 
the things of God in the home circle, 
before having to go out ‘and face a god- 
less and unbelieving world. Timothy’s 
early training bore blessed and abun- 
dant fruit in later years. 

Verse 6—‘“Stir up the gift of God, 
which is in thee by the putting on of my 
hands.” It seems clear that when Tim- 
othy was ordained by Paul and the 
elders of his local assembly, God gave 
him a special gift in answer to their 
prayers (1 Tim, 4:14). There may have 
been some degree of backwardness in 
Timothy, which led Paul, on several 
occasions, to exhort him to continued 
earnestness and steadfastness in the use 
of the gift God had given him. 


Chap. 3:14.—“Continue thou in the 
things which thou hast learned.” Paul 
exhorts Timothy, who had been in- 
structed from childhood in the truths 
of the Scripture, never to deviate from 
the path of subjection to the Word of 
God, being assured of its absolute re- 
liability and authority. 

Verse 15.—“From a child thou hast 
known the holy scriptures.” The Word 
had been sown in the young heart of 
Timothy to bear abundant fruit in after 
days, when Christ Himself was presented 
to him in the message of the Gospel 
as the One of whom the Holy Spirit 
spoke in the entire Old Testament. Thus 
he became “wise unto salvation.” 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Two things are impressed upon us in 
this lesson: the great value of early 
training in the things of God, and the 
importance of a personal faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ as one’s own Saviour. 
To know-the Scriptures is important and 
blessed, but one must not stop there. It 
is necessary to know Him of whom 
those Scriptures speak, receiving Him 
into the heart by faith, Then we be- 
come wise unto salvation, and it is our 
privilege to seek to make Him known 
to others.

Summaries and Applications 


Teaching a child the Scriptures may 
be likened to preparing all the materials 
for a fire. Then when the match is put 
to them the flames leap up. When the 
youthful mind is stored with the knowl- 
edge of the Word of God, the Holy 
Spirit can set fire to it, as it were, and 
thus bring about the knowledge of sal- 
vation 

To know the Bible is not enough to 
save the soul. There must be personal 
faith in the Saviour whom the Bible 
reveals. Then, indeed, one becomes wise 
unto salvation. 


The truths of the New Testament have 
their roots deeply imbedded in the Old 
Testament.

“Then came he to . ... Lystra: and, 
behold, a certain disciple was there, 
named Timotheus [lor Timothy]” (Acts 
16:1).—On Paul’s first visit to Lystra a 
miracle had been wrcught through him, 
A man who had never walked “leaped 
and walked” — which when the people 
saw, caused them to regard Barnabas 
and Saul as “gods.” It was only with 
the greatest effort that these men of God 
prevented “the priest of Jupiter” from 
offering sacrifices to them. Then certain 
persecuting Jews from Antioch and 
Iconium, who dogged the steps of the 
evangelists, came and persuaded the peo- 
ple against Paul and stoned him and 
dragged him out of the city, supposing 
him to be dead. But the Lord spared 
him, and he rose up and re-entered 
Lystra (Acts 14:8-20). 

How touching are the opening words 
of this lesson! “Then came he to... 
Lystra: and, behold—” more persecu- 
tion and stoning? No, “behold, a cer- 
tain disciple was there, named Timo- 
theus”! How like the Lord to make 
the scene of Paul’s intense sufferings 
the very spot from which he would 
receive a helper who would be a great 
comfort to him right to the end of his 
earthly pilgrimage ! 

“Him would Paul have to ga forth 
with him; and took and circumcised him” 
(v. 3)—Some have imagined a contra- 


diction or a compromise on the apostle’s’ 


part here; because when the circum- 
cision of Titus was under consideration, 
he would not permit it (Gal, 2:3-5). But 
there is neither contradiction nor com- 
promise on Paul’s part. In one case the 
entire “truth of the gospel” of grace was 
at stake; ,in the other, it was simply a 
matter of making one’s service more ac- 
ceptable to Jews — not to God. Let us put 
it this way, If a person said, “I must be 
circumcised before I can be saved and 
be acceptable to God,” the apostle would 
say, “Far be the thought, ‘for in Christ 
Jesus neither circtimcision availeth any 
thing, nor uncircumcision, but a new

creature’” (Gal. 6:15). But if one who 
is already saved and acceptable to God 
(like Timothy) should say, “My mother 
is a Jewess, my father a Greek, and I 
want to preach the Gospel to Jews as 
well as Gentiles, but the Jews won't 
even listen to me until I am circum- 
cised,” the apostle would say, “Under 
such circumstances be circumcised.” 

If an orthodox Jew were to ask me, 
“Is it consistent on my part to raise 
hogs?” I would say, “Definitely not; for 
if you are regulating your life accord- 
ing to the Mosaic economy, you are 
forbidden by God to have anything to 
do with swine’s flesh.” (Deut, 14:8.) 
But when a Gentile farrner in Montana 
came to me and with tears in his voice 
said, “A religious leader in this com- 
munity told me if I raised hogs it would 
keep me out of Heaven, is that so?” I 
answered: “Definitely not; your eternal 
destiny is not determined by your rais- 
ing sheep or hogs but by your relation 
to Christ. Is He or is He not your Sav- 
iour?” In this dispensation “every crea- 
ture of God is good, and nothing to be 
refused, if it be received with thanks- 
giving: for it is sanctified by the word 
of God and prayer” (1 Tim. 4:4, 5), 
Circumstances certainly alter cases. 
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“I call to remembrance the unfeigned 
faith that is in thee, which dwelt first 
in thy grandmother Lois, and thy mother 
Eunice” (2 Tim. 1:5).—Three generations 
of sincere faith! Henry J. Heinz, of the 
“57 varieties” fame, wrote his will as 
follows: “Looking forward to the time 
when my earthly career will end, I ¢ec- 
sire to set forth at the very beginning 
of this will, as the most important item 
in it, a confession of my faith in Jesus 
Christ as my Saviour. I also desire to 
bear witness to the fact that throughout 
my life, in which were the usual joys 
and sorrows, I have been wonderfully 
sustained by my faith in God throuzh 
Jesus Christ. This legacy was left me 
by my consecrated mother, a woman of 
strong faith, and to it I attribute any 
success I have attained!” The best in- 
heritance parents can bequeath to a child 
is their lifelong example of sincere faith 
in God and His Word. 

“Stir up the gift of God, which is in 
thee by the putting on of my hands” 
(v. 6).—In 1 Timothy 4:14, we are in- 
formed that the gift was given through 
prophecy, with the laying on of hands 
cf the presbytery (or eldership). Com- 
menting on this verse, F. W. Grant says: 
“Tle was not to neglect that which was 
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unfeigned faith that 
isinthee; which dwelt 
first in thy Brandmother 
Lois, and thy mother 
Eunice ; and, 1 am per- 
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(27IM.1:5,R™) 
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in him. How many do this, perhaps by 
the false humility which would make the 
gift to be but little—false, because the 
smallest gift from God is not to be de- 
spised and contains in it a germ which 
may indefinitely grow, if only God is 
served in it. In Timothy’s case this 
gift had been given through prophecy, 
with the laying on of hands of the elder- 
ship. It was not the laying on of hands 
that communicated the gift, although it 
owned (or recognized) it, no doubt. The 
gift was given through prophecy, the 
voice of God announcing it, as prophecy 
means here and elsewhere. He had thus 
a special place which none of us can 
now pretend to; but with all this fhere 
is only the more need of recognition of 
how dependent he was upon the thing 
upon which we, too, are dep@ndent.” 

Because Paul added, “For God hath 
not given us the spirit of fear [coward- 
ice]; but of power, and of love, and of a 
sound mind,” I take it that Timothy was 
becoming a bit frightened over the fierce 
persecution which was raging, and was 
becoming cool in the exercise of his 
God-given gift, hence a rekindling was 
necessary. 

‘This stirring exhortation and the apos- 
tle’s fearless example were sufficient to 
rekindle the gift into a burning flame, 
for as far as the record goes, Timothy 
went from “strength to strength.”

AY, fellows, I am dividing my boys 

into two general classes this morn- 
ing. One elass.is composed of boys who 
never receive any instruction from the 
Bible at home. In some cases their 
parents may be church members and 
attend Sunday morning services; but 
somehow it seems not to have occur- 
red to them to take down the Bible and 
open and read and explain it to their 
children: to lead them to know person- 
ally, and accept, the Lord Jesus Christ 
as their Saviour; and to show them the 
spiritual meaning of life; to help them 
cultivate the habit of daily Bible read- 
ing and prayer. I have great sympathy 
for a boy in that class, for he is missing 
the greatest thing in life, greater than 
all other education or training in manual 
or fine arts. He is missing it at that 
period in his life when it would lay the 
groundwork for a most fruitful and 
happy career, and when it would throw 
around him aé safeguard, a_ barrier, 
against the many vicious snares and 
enemies that lie in wait for every teen- 
age boy that is sure to come along the 
path. 

But, fellows, if you are in that class 
(and you know it very well if you are) 
your case is not hopeless. You can use 
the intelligence you have to see that 
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godless boys — Christless boys — are get- 
ting nowhere, except worse. They may 
appear to have a big, carefree sort of 
time, but sooner or later they come to 
sorrow and woe, I do not have to de- 
scribe it in detail. You have sense 
enough to see it for yourselves. Even 
now you can take Jesus Christ as your 
Saviour and in His strength begin the 
Christian life. Ask your Sunday school 
teacher to tell you all about it and to 
show you the way; that is, if you go 
to Sunday school. If you don’t: start 
next Sunday. Or pick out a good man, 
a consistent church member (you will 
know him — everybody does — he is un- 
mistakable) and ask him to counsel with 
you. Tell him you want to make good 
as a Christian; he will be glad to help 
you. 

The other class is the Timothy class. 
It is composed of those specially priv- 
ileged boys whose parents love the Lord 
and serve Him with all their hearts. 
They live the Bible and they teach the 
Bible — God’s Holy Word — to their chil- 
dren. They would not miss it for any- 
thing. Boys in this class have heard 
their parents’ voices in prayer. They 
have heard their own names called as 
Father or Mother pleaded with God to 
guide them and keep them in the right 
way and to guard them from the in- 
evitable pitfalls that lie in the pathway 
of every boy starting out in life. They 
have had God’s Word explained to them, 
and they know the way. Not only did 
Timothy’s mother, Eunice, teach him, but 
his grandmother, Lois, also was a spir- 
itual benediction in his home. How 
fortunate, Timothy! What a congenial 
companion and friend he was to Paul, 
the great apostle — because his mind and 


heart were trained in his youth to be

OW many of’ you have Christian 

parents? How many had Christian 
grandparents? It is a great advantage 
to come from a line of God-fearing peo- 
ple. The young man we are studying 
about today came from a godly family, 
at least on his mother’s side. Turn to 
Acts 16:1-5 and see how much we can 
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learn about him. What was his name? 
His nationality? What kind of reputa- 
tion did he have? He was well spoken 
of by the Christians of Lystra, his own 
town, and by those in the capital city 
of Iconium. How often do you hear 
people talked about because they are 
unusually good? It has been said that 
the way to get talked about is to do 
something wrong. But here we have 
a young man whose fine behavior was a 
topic of conversation. What a splen- 
did young fellow he must have been! 


Timothy had a godly mother. Do 
you know that the mother does more 
to mold her child’s character than any- 
one else? And the father is almost 
equally influential. In the books of 
Kings and Chronicles we read of many 
different kings. When it tells us that 
a king was good or bad, his mother’s 
name is nearly always given first and

his father’s next. For example, see 2 
Chronicles 22:2, 3 and 29:1, 2. God did 
not put this in by accident. He wanted 
us to realize how important the influ- 
ence of the purents is. 

Let us see what we can find out about 
Timothy’s mother from 2 Timothy 1: 
3-6. Here she is spoken of as having 
“unfeigned faith.’ What does that 
mean? She had genuine faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Her mother had it, 
too. Who was she? 

Who led Timothy to Christ? (1 Tim. 
8. FH) When the Apostle Paul 
preached salvation through faith in 
Christ, Timothy was ready to believe 
because he knew that his mother and 
his grandmother had real faith in Christ. 
Most likely they had been saved through 
Paul’s preaching previously. Which 
member of the family had been saved 
first? (2 Tim. 1:5.) 

Some children of professing Christians 
have no respect for the faith that their 
parents profess. Something must be 
radically wrong in such cases. If a 
mother has genuine faith in Christ, her 
children are bound-to be affeated by it. 
If anyone had said to a member of our 
family, “I don’t believe thefe is a God,” 
even before that child was saved, he 
would have answered, “Oh, yes, there 
is; my parents know Him.” 

Children should know that.God is real, 
and that He answers prayer, as soon as 
they are old enough to know anything. 
If you and I have “unfeigned faith,” 
those we live with are bound to see 
the effect of it in our lives. And the 
children are no exception. Children 
cannot help but see how much or how 
little God means in ‘the lives of their 
parents. 

Once I talked to a Christian mother 
about bringing her children regularly 
to Sunday school and met this reply, 
“I think I do pretty good to get myself 
here. They know I want them to come, 
but I’m not going to keep after them 
all the time.” 

Timothy’s mother was not like that! 
Turn to 2 Timothy 3:14, 15. What had 
she dope from: the time- Timothy was 
only a child? A mother who teaches her 
child the-holy Scriptures and who takes 
him where he can learn more is giving 
him the best start it is possible to have. 
A child who knows his parents are in 
touch with God, and who knows the 
Word of God, has the best opportunity 
to become a Christian himself; and fur- 
ther, to become the kind of Christian 
God wants him to be. 

The Devil has gotten a false philosophy 
widely accepted: that is, the idea that 
if a child is made to go to Sunday school 
when he is young, he will not want to 
go later. Occasionally, when I have in- 
vited someone to go to a service, he has 
answered, “I was made to go as a child, 
so I do not care to go now.” More 
often it is a mother who has said she 
was afraid to insist that her child at- 
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tend, for fear he would say that some 
day. But it is a very poor excuse, no 
matter who says it. For it is not used 
about anything else. Most people are 
made to wash their faces, brush their 
teeth, and so on, when they are children, 
and they do not stop doing these things 
when they grow up. 

A child who is taken to divine serv- 
ices is more apt to keep on attending 
than one who is merely sent, This I 
freely admit, because his parents’ ex- 
ample is more powerful than their word, 
And I believe that taking a child to 
services is a necessary part of Proverbs 
22:6. Turn to it. Isn’t that a wonderful 
promise? I expect Timothy’s mother 
knew it by heart, and she certainly 
proved it to be true. Notice what Paul 
said to Timothy in 2 Timothy 3:14, And 
Timothy did continue. In fact, he be- 
came an outstanding worker in the early 
church, 

Please take the following references: 
1 Corinthians 16:10, 11; Philippians 2: 
19-22; 1 Thessalonians 3:2; 1 Thessalo- 
nians 3;6; Hebrews 13: 23. 

Read 1 Corinthians 16:10, 11. What 
a compliment to Timothy! The great 
Apostle Paul said, “He worketh the 
work of the Lord, as I also do.” Paul 
classes Timothy right with himself. 

Read Philippians 2:19-22. What do 
we learn about Timothy here? He was 
the only one with Paul who was deeply 
concerned about the Lord’s work. The 
others were more interested in their 
own affairs. He was like a son to Paul, 
and in a spiritual sense he was his son 
as we saw in the first chapter of 1 
Timothy. 

Now let us have 1 Thessalonians 3:2. 
How does Paul refer to Timothy here? 
Can you read between the lines to see 
the great love Paul had for Timothy? 
I do not believe anyone else was quite 
so dear to the great apostle. For what 
purpose did he send Timothy to Thessa- 
lonica? 

Read the sixth verse of 1 Thessalonians 
3. What kind of report did Timothy 
bring back to Paul from Thessalonica? 
It has been truly said that “it takes 
grace to see grace.” Timothy recog- 
nized the faith and love of the Chris- 
tians at Thessalonica because he himself 
had those same qualities. 

Read Hebrews 13:23. Timothy had 
evidently been imprisoned for his faith- 
fulness to Christ. When he was set free 
he went at once to find Paul to be his 
companion once more. Persecution did 
not discourage him, 

How does Paul refer to Timothy in 1 
Timothy 6:11? Timothy became indeed 
“a man of God.” He.is the only man 
in the Bible who has the honor of hav- 
ing two inspired epistles addressed to 
him personally. And he is named with 
Paul as the writer of three epistles. 
(See 2-Cor. 1:1; Phil, 1:1; Col, 1:1.) I 
cannot help thinking that some of these 
honors might have been John Mark’s if 
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The Three-fold Tragedy 
of the Jewish Christian 
in Kurope Today 


1. He is a displaced person who 
lost all—his home, his loved 
ones, his country, and often- 
times his health also. 

2. He has been degraded and - 
crushed by the Nazis as a Jew. 

3. He is now a stranger in a 
strange land, ostracized and dis- 
criminated against by Jew and 
Gentile—by the Jew because 
he is a Christian and by the 
Gentile because he is a Jew. 

It is to these afflicted above all men 

that our ministry of love and re- 
habilitation is directed. The need 
is continuous, overwhelming, and 
urgent. :

Topic and Scripture: 
At Timothy’s House 
(Acts 16:1-5; 2 Tim. 1:3-6; 3:14, 15) 


HAT was happening around Aquila 

and Priscilla’s home one day in 
Ephesus? (Riot in the last lesson.) How 
did this husband and wife use their 
home for the Lord? (Church in their 
house, entertained Paul and Apollos.) 
Today we visit another home where 
most of the members were Christians: a 
Christian boy, his Christian mother, and 
Christian grandmother — his daddy, like 
some of your daddies was not a Chris- 
tian so far as we know. But there was 
a man who became like a father to him, 
a Christian father. 


Our first visit is when Timothy is a 
little boy. I see three people and a 
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scroll. Now you find two verses of a 
letter written to Timothy when he was 
grown up (2 Tim. 1:5; 3:15), and tell 
me who the three folks are, and what 
you think the scroll is. Do you suppose 
Lois, Eunice, and Timothy had Sunday 
school together, and Timothy learned 
verses from his Bible? (Give out slips 
of paper rolled like scrolls, bearing the 
Memory Verse: “Thy word have I hid 
in mine heart, that I might not sin 
against thee.”—Psa, 119:11.) On these 
tiny scrolls is, a verse he may have 
learned. Is it in your Bible, too? 

Let’s pretend you are Timothys now, 
and see what “holy scriptures” you 
know by heart. Timothy-Ann, do you 
know one beginning, “Obey them”? 
(Review the Memory Verses or other 
memory work of the quarter.) 

We visit Timothy again. He is a big 
boy now, high school age. Paul and 
Barnabas have come to Timothy’s home 
town with the first news of Jesus Christ, 
the Messiah whom the Holy Scriptures 
had so long promised (Acts 14). Gladly 
these Jewish people who knew the 
Scriptures received him. Now they were 
Christians! Strange things happenéd 
those days, most exciting things to Timo- 
thy. He saw Paul cure a crippled man 
and make him walk. Later he saw this 
same Paul stoned to death it seemed, 
and his body dragged out of the city to 
the dump; but while Timothy and other 
Christians stood about his body weep- 
ing, Paul got up. I like to think Timo- 
thy was one of the young fellows who 
helped the poor bruised missionary hob- 
ble back into the city to rest. Do you 
suppose that it was Eunice and Lois 
who fixed him up comfortable on some 
mats and heated hot drinks for him? 
How Timothy admired the courage of 
this faithful missionary of Jesus Christ, 
when next morning Paul started off on 
foot with Barnabas to another town to 
tell more people about the Lord! You 
have heard the news of the coming of 
the Lord Jesus. Have you received Him 
for your Saviour? Are there some Tim- 
othys here who will tell about their 
experience? (Testimonies.) 


Let us look in on Timothy’s home 
when Paul comes back a year or more 
later. I imagine the church met there. 
This time I see Timothy kneeling, and 
the church leaders and Paul have their 
hands ‘placed on his head. Timothy is 
going to be a missionary. He has told 
his faith in Jesus Christ and willingness 
to serve Him. Now they are consecrat- 
ing him to God’s service, and praying 
for the strength and power and wisdom 
he needs for that work. I don’t suppose 
that Timothy did any of the preaching 
at first. Maybe he just made the fires 
and cooked supper for Paul, and helped 
in little ways as they traveled. But day 
after day he learned more of the Lord 
Jesus and how to teach others about Him, 
He became a faithful minister of Jesus 
Christ. 
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Let’s name some things that helped 
Timothy to be faithful. See if you have 
them, too. A believing mother, knowl- 
edge of the Bible, faith in the Lord Jesus 
as Saviour, a praying, fatherlike Chris- 
tian friend. Shall we thank God for 
them? (Prayer.) Now are you going 
to be like Timothy, and serve the Lord 
Jesus here in (name of town), 
or wherever He wants you? Are you 
willing to say: “Lord, I give You my- 
self. Here are my hands, my feet, my 
lips for You to use.”

At Timothy’s House (2 Tim. 1:3-6) 

HIS last lesson of the quarter is a 

lovely one. You will want a grand- 
mother, a mother, and a little boy in 
your surprise envelope. Our lesson is 
of a wonderful Christian home. It was 
the home where Timothy, the friend of 
Paul, was‘ raised. No wonder, that he 
was such a splendid young man, for we 
are told that from childhood he was 
taught the Scriptures by his grand- 
mother Lois, and his mother Eunice. 

His father was a Greek, and while 
we are not told that he was not a be- 
liever, it seems that he might not have 
been. Then how carefully the mother 
and grandmother must have taught the 
little boy. So many homes have that 
problem, and how often an ungodly 
father ruins a smail boy. But that did 
not happen in that home. Timothy was 
taught his Bible verses, just as you chil- 
dren are taught yours, day after day. 

As he grew older, the Scriptures were 
explained to him, and he was told the 
story of salvation. When he was but a 
lad, it seems, he believed in the Lord 
Jesus Christ as his Saviour. When a 
child is taught the Word and prayed 
for and prayed with, this should be the 
result, and generally it is so. What 
an. encouragement for mothers and 
fathers ! ; 

One other thing is necessary, and that 
is a consistent Christian life lived be- 
fore the child by the parents or parent, 

By the time Timothy was a young 
man, he was prepared for the Christian 
service to which God called. him. We 
hear Paul telling the people in the 
church not to despise his youth, for he 
was fitted for his work. The same thing 
can be true of every child in the class 
if he or she has the same home training 
that Timothy had. God will not send 
you all out as preachers or missionaries, 
Some of you will be Christian business- 
men and women, mothers in homes, 
farmers, carpenters, and the like. But 
wherever you serve the Lord, you will 
be fitted for that service. 

Now there is another side to this, I 
am sure that Timothy never refused to 
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learn his Bible verses or kneel in 
prayer. I suppose he was a regular fel- 
low, but he was a Christian fellow. 
Some people are afraid a boy will be 
a sissy if he is a Christian, “but that is

utes of expectant waiting. With the 
giving of such instruction, the author 

















wrong. The finest boy in the world is 
the Christian boy; the manliest boy is a 
Cigristian boy. It is manly to read God's 
Word and pray. The greatest men the 
world has ever seen have done these 
things. 

I hope every boy and girl will learn 
God’s Word and learn to pray, and ac- 
cept the Lord Jesus Christ. as Saviour. 
Then they will be ready for life and 
whatever it brings, because their lives 
will be in God’s hands.

The 
little child who has led Father and 
Mother to the Lord will be richly re- 
warded. The faithful servant will re- 
ceive the Lord’s cOmmendation, “Well 
done, good and faithful servant.” May 
each one of us hear those words, both 
children and adults. 

As we close this quarter, many are 
looking for the soonsreturn of our Lord. 
How urgently we should labor for the 
salvation of those about us. “The king’s 
business requireth haste.” Teachers, 
pray for your classes and teach them, 
trying to bring them to definite accept- 
ance of Christ as Saviour. Next’s quar- 
ter’s end may be too late.

hastens to declare that this program is 
not to be construed to be either prayer 
or worship—merely a time to get ac- 
quainted with the “magnetic and in- 
tangible ‘something’” which he calls the 
“Spirit of God.” (“Advanced Teaching, 
Number Two,” Lesson Two, p. 4.) 

The discerning Christian will have 
already sensed that somewhere beneath 
the clutter and trash of Psychiana, there 
must be a strong undercurrent of some 
heathen religion; and such is the case 
despite the fact “Dr.” Robinson re- 
péeatedly charges that Christianity is of 
pagan origin. We are not surprised, 
then, to find the founder of the cult 
admitting that his conception of God is 
identical with that set forth in Taoism 
—just an “intangible ‘something.’” 
Neither does his understanding of the 
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“God-Law” of Psychiana, or the “Tao” 
of Taoism, disturb his belief that “we 
are the product of evolution.” (Ibid., 
Lesson Three, p. 3.) 

Lesson Number Four of this same 
series is devoted to considerable vain 
speculation about the possibility of the 
cosmic rays actually being the “God- 
Realm,” of which the author so freely 
speaks. The discussion progresses to 
the point where he brings about a merg- 
ing of the two, and says: “I want you 
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to consciously ponder over the fact of 
your union with this great Cosmic 
Realm. I want you to talk to this Realm 
of Invisible Life. I want you to take 
all your problems to it.” (Ibid., Lesson 
Four, p. 8.) With most unscholarly 
logic, Robinson offers the suggestion 
that these cosmic rays may hold the key 
to immortality and eternal (physicdhl) 
life on earth —if (and when) man can 
stay in tune with this great “Cosmic 
Realm.” (Ibid., p. 7.) 

In passing, it is worth noting that 
while Robinson is unsympathetic toward 
the totalitarian dictatorships of the 
world, he nevertheless believed, in 1932, 
that the philosophies of Italy, Germany, 
and Russia were “unquestionably an evi- 
dence of the workings of the great Life 
Spirit in the universe.” (Ibid,, Lesson 
Seven, p. 4.) He arrived at these con- 
clusions mainly because he saw those 
countries crushing religious worship 
under their ponderous, anti-Christian 
advance, 

In Lesson Nine, Robinson returns to 
the thought of immortality and -eternal 
life, and gets both himself and his stu- 
dents bogged down in the quagmire of 
his own skepticism and speculation. On 
page five, he begins with a statement, 
supposedly setting forth his belief in 
“the continuation of the individual per- 
sonal consciousness throughout eternity” 
in the form of “something called the 
soul or spirit, which enters upon a new 
form of existence”— whether with or 
without a body he does not profess to 
know. 

The remainder of ‘Lesson Nine is 
wholly devoted to destroying the stu- 
dent’s belief in the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ, which the “Archbishop” boldly 
announces as his purpose, saying: “If 
I can show you conclusively that he 
[Christ] did not rise from the dead, then 
I have very effectively removed your 
hope of immortality from this Bible and 
religious angle. That is exactly what I 
want to do because when I have re- 
moved it from that angle I will put it 
in another angle and you will see there 
the answer.” (Ibid., p. 6.) 

It is no wonder that unbelievers desire 
to side-step the fact of Christ’s resur- 
rection since, if there is to be'a resur- 
rection, then God also has the power to 
bring men into judgment, as the Apostle 
Paul wrote. By the Holy Spirit he de- 
clared that God “hath appointed a day, 
in the which he will judge the world in 
righteousness by that man whom he hath 
ordained; whereof he hath given assur- 
ance unto all men, in that he hath raised 
him from the dead” (Acts 17:31). 

Finally, in his last lesson (Number 
Ten), we read and reread the author’s 
illogical surmisings on the subject of 
eternal life and immortality, and are not 
too surprised to see him push the whole 
question aside as being unsettled in his 
own mind. Very conveniently he tells 
the reader that both he and his students 
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have become so completely absorbed in 
“being in possession of the Spirit, of 
Eternal Life now, that thoughts of a 
future life or Immortality have left them 
entirely,” and that all will agree “that 
this is a marvelous attitude of mind to 
be in.” (Ibid., p. 8.) Further, he assures 
the reader “that without any belief in 
Immortality, death has lost all its ter- 
rors for me.” (Ibid., p. 9.) 


What utter blindness! What dismal 
gropings in the dark! What willful 
ignorance and inconsistency is demon- 
strated in the conclusions of the hope- 
less philosophy of Psychiana’s founder, 
when he goes on to ask, “Is there a 
Realm beyond this?” and answers, “I 
hope so.” (Ibid., p. 9.) On page 10, Rob- 
inson expresses his fears lest the reader 
should think he has no belief in a life 
after death, and confesses, “Let me say 
to those students that to be honest with 
myself and them, I must say, I do not 
know” (emphasis ours). 

Then, again, the “Archbishop” raises 
the question as to where the “Light 
from the Spiritual Realm” is leading 
him and his followers, and answers once 
more, “I am frank to say to you, I do 
not know” (emphasis ours). “Of course, 
I have my own inner Spiritual convic- 
tions,” he continues, “but for the pres- 
ent, we shall keep those convictions 
secret.” (Ibid., p. 10.) 


Thus is the student left without satis- 
faction concerning the question that the 
teacher himself has raised, and which 
he intimated he would answer in this 
course of studies. Thus, also, with a 
bait that prepares them for purchasing 
the next installment, does the writer of 
the lessons exploit the natural hunger 
of human hearts for assurance of eternal 
life. 


And so, when the “Archbishop of Psy- 
chiana” has subtly snatched the Bread 
of Life from those who trust him to 
feed their starving souls, he gives them 
in its stead a stone, and concludes his 
course dealing with eternal life and 
immortality by inserting three stanzas 
of “Lead kindly Light, amid the en- 
circling gloom.” Gloomy, indeed, is the 
outlook — not because there is no divine 
revelation of man’s state after death, but 
because Satan-blinded men have rejected 
the /one infallible message which so 
plainly declares, “He that believeth on 
the Son hath everlasting life [here and 
now]: and he that believeth not the 
Son shall not see life; but the wrath of 
God abideth on him [here and now]” 
(John 3:36). 


To the sincere though dangerously 
misguided student of Psychiana, God’s 
message is: “Ho, everyone that thirst- 
eth, come ye to the waters, and he that 
hath no money; come ye, buy, and eat; 
yea, come, buy wine and milk without 
money and without price. Wherefore 
do ye spend money for that which is 
not bread? and your labour for that 
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which satisfieth not?” (Isa. 55:1, 2.) Why, 
oh, why do you pour out silver and gold 
for Psychiana’s froth, foolishness, and 
colossal spiritual, ignorance? Why pay 
out money to learn what its deceived 
and deceiving “Archbishop” himself 
does not know? 
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God’s offer of salvation is “without 
money and without price” to “whosoever 
will” —to “whosoever” will by faith ac- 
cept the free gift of eternal life on the 
basis of the sacrificial death of His only 
begotten Son.

The second question in the Shorter 
Catechism is linked with this first one, 
and it reads: “What rule hath God 
given to direct us how we may glorify 
and enjoy Him?” The answer is equally 
clear: “The Word of God, which is con- 
tained in the Scriptures of the Old and 
New Testament, is the only rule to di- 
rect us how we may glorify and enjoy 
Him.” The Scriptures themselves bear 
witness to the fact, for we find in 2 
Timothy 3:16, 17, “All scripture is given 
by inspiration of God, and is profitable 
for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruction in righteousness: that the 
man of God may be perfect |complete], 
throughly furnished unto all good 
works.” Again in Psalm 19:7, we read, 
“The law of the Lord is perfect, con- 
verting the soul; the testimony of the 
Lord is sure, making wise the simple.”

Finding a real purpose in life, for the 
Christian, is, therefore, not a matter of 
determining, on his own account or from 
the opinion of others, what he is best 
fitted for, or what will bring to him 
the greatest remuneration, or what will 
contribute most to his pleasure and 
gratification. It is going to God, and 
finding out, through prayer and the 
reading of the Scripture, and the guid- 
ance of the Holy Spirit, and the counsel 
of trusted Christian friends, what God 
has designed for his life. 

Ephesians 2:10 tells us that God has 
such a design, “For we are his work- 
manship, created in Christ Jesus unto 
good works, which God hath before or- 
dained that we should walk in them.” 
It is reasonable that, having created us, 
and having prepared the design for our 
lives, God should reveal His pattern to 
us. He promises to do this, if not all 
at once, at least, step by step, so that 
we may fill in the pattern and become, 
by His grace and direction and enabling, 
what He has designed us to be. All 
through His Word, in boih the Old and 
the New Testament, we find the inspired 
record of his dealings with other men 
and women. As we read this record in 
the light shed upon it by the Holy Spirit, 
who indwells our hearts, we learn some- 
thing of the way in which God wants to 
deal with us. Throughout His Word, 
we find stated the great principles that 
God has written down for our direction 
and guidance. As we study them with 
the help of the Holy Spirit, we learn 
principles to which God wants us to con- 
form, and which He wants us to employ 
in our relationships with others.

Let us not suppose that God always, 
or in fact very often, reveals His whole 
purpose for our lives at one time. Some- 
times He leads us only a step at a time. 
Our concern should be that the next step 
we are about to take is His will. and 
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that we are obediently taking it. God’s 
call to Moses came, you will remember, 
when he was tending the sheep of his 
father-in-law, a very insignificant and 
commonplace job. To Elisha, God’s call 
came when he was plowing in the field. 
When we are busy doing the thing at 
hand that we know is God’s will for us 
at the moment, then God can .and will 
direct us into further steps in His will, 
and we can, like Abraham’s servant of 
old, say, “I being in the way, the Lord 
led me” (Gen, 24:27).

One temptation we shall have to meet 


as young people is the temptation to, 


sit down and wait for some unusual cir- 


cumstance or experience before starting ’ 


to do God’s will. His plan for you 
right now may be an insignificant task 
in your young people’s society. It may 
be teaching a class of small boys or girls 
in the Sunday school, It may be the 
living of a consistent but seemingly un- 
eventful life of Christian testimony in 
the home for the present. Or it may be 
sticking to your present job while you 
attend Bible school at night in order to 
become better instructed in the Word. 
But, whatever it is, the important thing 
is to be obediently and faithfully doing 
it, so that when His call for greater op- 
portunity and service comes, you will be 
ready, and your heart will be sensitive 
to hear His call, and follow His leading, 
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Daily Bible Readings on the International
